messmate had discovered Currie’s secret. 
Currie was eventually released and he went 
to Jamaica, where he saw Commodore, now 
Admiral, Ward, and begzed tobe sent in a 
man-of-warto secure his booty. The Com- 
modore declined to do as Currie required. 

ere were many people in Jamaica who im- 
icitly believed Currie’s story. It seemed 
A lausible enough, for, besides the undoubted 
fact of his having been in possession of an- 
tique doubloons, it is historically certain that’ ' 
Old Providence was once the resort of buc- 
caneers of the Spanish seas. 

On the strength of his story he borrowed 
money from some of his believers and’ he 
stated that within twenty minuteg of landing 
in Catalina harbor he could undertake to show 
the treasure but that he would not trust him- 
self again on the island without the protec- 
tion of a British man-of-war, since some res- 
idents of Old Providence were seeking his 
| life. Sooner or later, so it appears, he ob- 
tained permission from the Colombian Gov- 
ernment to take his treasure on condition of 
his handing over to them one-half of it. He 
has-since been several times to the present 
Commodore ofthe West Indian squadron and 
has in like manner asked him to send him in 
& man-of-war to father his treasure; but Com- 
modore Brown will have nothing to say to 
him and believes him to be an impostor.
